BEIRUT, June 9 (R) - Lebanese 
Prime Minister Salim AI Hoss was 
taken to hospital in Beirut today 
as President Elias Sarkis started 
delicate behind-the-soenes dis- 
cussions on forming a new gov- 
ernment. Informed sources said 
the prime minister had been taken 
ill for the second time in a week, 
suffering from asthma. 

Dr. Hoss, 51, submined his 
cabinet's resignation on Saturday, 
saying be hoped to pave the way 
for a government of national unity 
to help reconcile the war- 
shattered country. 

In his letter of resignation Dr. 
Hoss, a fomer banker who has 
been in office for more than three 
and a half years, said he left it to 
the present to decide when he 
should hand over power and some 
Lebanese newspapers said they 
believed be would be asked to stay 
on at the head of the next gov- 
ernment. 

Among others tipped as a poss- 
ible new prime minister was Mr.

ALGIERS, June 9 (AP) - 
Algerian President Chadli Ben 
Jedid today urged a militant 
approach at the start of oil price 
talks by a divided OPEC, while 
leading members voiced pes- 
simism and predicted rejection of 
a proposed price compromise. 

Ministers of the 13-nation 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
approved creation of an OPEC 
news agency in their first round of 
talks but did not get to oil prices, 
OPEC ministers said. 

Barring surprises, conference 
sources predicted the meeting 
would end without agreement and 
the Kuwait oil minister said prices 
were likely lo remain approx- 
imately where they are now. 

*‘I don’t expect any drastic price 


increases during the second half of 
1980,” Sheikh Ali Khalifa Al 
Sabah told reporters. 

The issue of production levels 
was shaping up as a major issue in 
the conference as Iranian Oil 
Minister Ali Akbar Moinfar said 
he would urge Saudi Arabia to 
reduce its output and thus help 
sustain high prices. 

“The most important thing is 
not the price r ut production.” Mr. 
Moinfar said. He said Saudi 
Arabia should cut its outpur to 7.8 
million barrels a day from 9.5 mil- 
lion at present. 

The Algerian president echoed 
Mr. Moinfar's position when he 
said OPEC “must avoid squan- 
dering this strategic raw material, 
oil.

Bank. Invoking 1945 emergency 
regulations from the days of Bri- 
tain's mandatory rule over Pales- 
tine, the military authorities 
ordered restrictions on move- 
ments of the four Arabs for six 
months.

The action marked an unusual 
spillover of unrest from the 
occupied West Bank to the Arabs 
who make up 15 per cent of the 
population within Israel. 

— Many Israelis have become 
alarmed that the bomb attacks on 
the Palestinian mayors may 
prompt extremist Jewish settlers 
to set up an underground army in 
the occupied West Bank to retali-- 
ate for past Arab attacks against 
Israel.

Christian Democrats, Socialists 
make gains in Italian local poll 


ROME, June 9 (R) — Christian Democrats and 
Socialists made gains at the expense of the Com- 
munists in Italy’s two-day local elections, according 
to computer predictions shortly after voting ended 
today. 

The Doxa public opinion institute said the Chris- 
tian Democrats, now heading a centre-left coalition 
with Socialists and Republicans, could gain 35.8 per 
cent of the vote, an increase of 0.5 per cent over the 
1975 local elections. 

The Socialists were likely to obtain 12 per cent of 
the vote, an increase of 2.5 per cent, and the Com- 
munists were expected to drop from 33.4 per cent to 
29.7 per cem, it said. 

Doxa made hs prediction on the basis of 76 voter 
precincts in 66 of Italy’s 6,590 municipalities.

WASHINGTON, June 9 (R) - 
World Bank President Robert 
McNamara today announced 
plans to resign on June 30, 1981, 
when he will be aged 65. Mr. 
McNamara has headed the bank 
for 12 years since he stepped down 
as U.S. defence secretary under 
President Lyndon Johnson. 

He announced his intention to 
resign to the executive directors 
who represent the bank's 135 
member countries. 

The bank provides funds and 
technical assistance for the 
development of its poorer mem- 
bers. 

The United States is the largest 
shareholder in the bank; all five 
presidents so far have been 
Americans. But in a statement 
approved by Mr. McNamara, the 
bank hinted today that it might 
consider a non-American as his 
successor. 

“During the past 12 years, the 
'World Bank has become the 
world’s largest and most influen- 
tial development institution,” the 
statement said. “And it is for that 
reason that its 135 member coun- 
tries must take care to insure that 
the bank's next president — be he 
an American or not — be qualified' 
to exercise strong and impartial 
leadership.” 

The appointment of Americans 
to head the bank is a tradition 


rather than a rule, and monetary 
sources said if could change. They 
noted that the U.S. position in the 
bank has eroded as membership 
has grown with the addition of 
many developing nations. At pre- 
sent the United States has about 
21 per cent of the voting power in 
the bank. In 1947 it was 35 per 
cem and in 1961 it was 29 per 
cent. 

The World Bank consists of 
three institutions: the Inter- 
national Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development, the Inter- 
national Development Associ- 
ation and the International 
Finance Corporation.

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Sowing the wind 


IN A SPEECH before the Washington Press Club yes- 
terday, U.S. Secretary of State Edmund Muskie warned 
that Israelis and Palestinians must choose whether they 
prefer peaceful coexistence or “a whirlwind of des- 
truction.” A few days earlier, he had issued a statement in 
which he said: “ I strongly appeal to both Arabs and Israelis 
to exercise maximum restraint on the West Bank. Ter- 
rorism is unacceptable for any reason by any party.” 

What is worrying Mr. Muskie and the State Department 
as a whole is the emergence of an underground army 
among Israeli settlers in the West Bank. Israel’s Chief of 
Staff Refael Eitan may have sown the wind two years ago 
when be decided that all reservists among the settlers 
should be moved from their army units into the West 
Bank's regional defence system. This has created a parallel: 
army of zealots who have nothing but contempt for what 
they see as their government' s vacillations in acceding to 
the demands for ever more settlements and the outright 
annexation of the territory, which they term “Judea and 
Samaria.” They ar^frained and armed combatants with 
high connections in the armed forces and possibly the gov- 
ernment. 

Members of this group are the most likely suspects for 
the terrorist bombing attacks on the mayors of Nablus and 
Ramaliah. According to Israeli sources , the bombings were 
the work of experts in explosives. The planning involved 
was quite sophisticated, and access and opportunity were 
not open to the average Israeli. Mrs. Shak’a reports seeing 
a military vehicle around her house at four o’clock on the 
morning of the bombing in which her husband lost both 
legs. Israeli army intelligence cars were spotted lurking 
around the house on the eve of the bombing and two days 
prior to it. Early that morning telephone wires to their 
home had been cut. When the explosion took place, Nablus 
Municipality was already surrounded by soldiers. 

The danger is that this fanatic fringe group has respon- 
sibility for policing the West Bank, has the freedom, the 
organisation and the means to create so much trouble that 
even Mr. Carter’s advisers have been shaken out of their 
complacency; not that they are going to anything about it — 
one even wondeis if they have any control over the situ- 
ation. Particularly worryig is the blurring of the distinction 
between settler and reservist, and the connection with 
senior officials of the military administration of the 
occupied territories — the army and by implication, the 
Defence Ministry itself. Recently large stores of army 
weapons were reported missing; perhaps the reservists 
have taken to arming their fellow settlers' “security com- 
mittees.” Last month a sizeable cache of explosives and 
grenades, taken from army stores, was found in Jerusalem; 
two soldiers were subsequently arrested. 

- The question remains: Who will reap the whirlwind? 

• The damage that this secret army can do is incalculable. 
To quote the U.S. ambassador to the United Nations, Mr. 
Donald McHenry: “The fear of ever increasing violence 
will come to dominate every life. Many will conclude active 
self-defence must be their first priority.” A new Arab- 
Israeli war could be touched off by the massacre of 
unarmed West Bankers by their Israeli occupiers, and such 
a war could engulf the woiid and the region in a con- 
flagration. 

Certainly the Americans will be among the losers. Not 
only will their precious Camp David process evaporate, 
thanks to their overindulgent attitude towards Israel; they 
may find themselves tearing their hair out as helpless wit- 
nesses to a chain reaction that cannot be dampened as the 
clock slowly ticks off the minutes before zero hour. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT: Lebanese President Elias Sarkis began on Sunday a new attempt 
at national reconciliation. 

This is not the firsi time President Sarkis has made such an attempt, 
nor is if the Gist time Prime Minister Salim A1 Hoss has resigned to pave 
the ftray far a coalition government to achieve national reconciliation. The 
question that has bung in the air since Mr. Sarkis’ first attempt in 1 976 is: 
Which of the two steps should precede the other? Is the achievement of 
national reconciliation a prerequisite for the formation of a Lebanese 
government or vice versa? 

' The question of the role of Arab Lebanon is one of those that more 
than once have blocked the country's resurrection and its attempts to pull 
itself of the whirlpool of anxiety and uncertainty. The Arab Nation must 
help Lebanon overcome its difficulty, nor only by extending financial aid 
which it does need — but by crystallising a unified Arab stand with regard 
to the Lebanese crisis that can do away with the hypocritical forces at the 
Lebanese platform who continue to devour the country’s flesh. 

AL DVSTOUR: If the news circulated on Sunday from the capitals of the 
Camp David countries is true, then we can say that the local autonomy 
negotiations will resume in Washington within a few days. 

What we remember is that the breaking-off of negotiations was 
Egypt’s reaction to the Israeli parliament's decision to refer the proposal 
to annex East Jerusalem to one of hs legal committees, and came in protest 
also against Israeli settlement activity. Has Mir. Begin pledged to bury his 
attempt to annex the holy city to Israel, or to stop building settlements 
until Egypt returns to the negotiating table? On the contrary, be has only 
continued to harden his position. 

Mr. Begin announced on Saturday that the annexation proposal is 
under the jurisdiction of the Knesset, and that the government does not 
interfere in the affairs of the legislature. About settlements, he said 
following the cabinet meeting on Sunday that Israel is going ahead with 
the construction of the ten new settlements in the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. Therefore it is ageless to ask President Sadat on what basis Egypt 
trill resume the local autonomy negotiations while the considerations that 
ca used hint to break them off stfll obtain . It k also futile to ask Washington 
what H means by the phrase ‘'without prior conditions”, if Mr. Begin’ s 
iosBtenoe on continuing the settlement activity and the attempt to annex 
Jerusalem as the negotiations go on is not considered such a condition.

AMMAN; June 9 (JNA) - The 
Prime Minister, Sharif Abdul 
Ham id Sharaf, told the National 
Consultative Council (NCC)

The Israeli measures 
against the Arab population, 
including assassination attempts 
against its leaders, have only 
strengthened the spirit of sol- 
idarity and cohesion between the 
people of both banks of the River 
Jordan, the prime minister said. 

Israel's intensification of its 
oppressive measures 'against the 
Arab population in recent years is 
but a continuation of its policy- 
adopted since 1967, based on

AMMAN, June 9 (JT) -- A vis- 
iting Belgian parliamentary 
delegation today was briefed by- 
Jordanian officials on the Middle 
East issue and Jordan's stand with 
regard to the establishment of a 
just and durable peace in the reg- 
ion. 

The delegation called on Minis- 
ter of State for Foreign Affairs 
Marwan A1 Qasem, Minister of 
Information Sa'id Tal and the 
Speaker of the Upper House of 
Parliament, Mr. Bahjat Talhouni. 
Mr. Talhouni explained the case 
of the deported mayors of Hebron 
and Halhoul and Israel’s con- 
tinued arbitrary measures against 
the population of the occupied 
Arab territories. 

The group later visited the 
Schoeller Palestinian refugee 
camp east of Amman and met with 


its representatives. It was briefed 
on the refugees' living conditions, 
and on the services provided them 
by the government. The refugees 
stressed their opposition to the 
Camp David agreements and their 
determination to return to their 
homeland in Palestine. 

Addressing the refugees, the 
head of the delegation said that 
the European Parliament’s com- 
mittee for promoting Arab- 
European understanding feels the 
Camp David agreements cannot 
bring peace to the region, since 
they do not fulfil the aspirations of 
the Palestinians for returning to 
their homeland and establishing 
an independent state. 

The delegation arrived in 
Amman on Saturday for a four- 
day visit to Jordan at the invitation 
of the Jordanian government. 



Edmund Muskie’ s efforts to dissuade his Euro- 
pean colleagues at a series of meetings last week in 
Brussels and Vienna were apparently unsuc- 
cessful, and the foreign -ministers’ meeting in 
Naples at the week-end decided in principle to go 
ahead, although without deciding precisely what' 
form the initiative will take. 

European leaders are now seriously alarmed 
about the way things axe developing in tire Middle 
East They feel that American policy both towards 
Iran (where they have some sympathy with it) and 
on the Palestinian issue ( where they have much 
less) is antagonising the Arab and Muslim worlds 
at precisely the moment when tire West should be 
cementing its friendship with those worlds to meet 
the challenge of Soviet expansion. 

On the Palestinian issue, the Europeans feel 
they have bent over backwards to “ give Camp' 
David a chance”, as America, Egypt and Israel 
have repeatedly urged them to do. For the last two 
months at least, since President Giscard (f Esta- 
ing’s return from the Golf (and Jordan) in March, 
European governments have been remarkably 
silent about the issue in spite of constant pressure 
from the Arabs to speak onL

•AMMAN, June 9 (JT) — The 
Chairman of the U.S. Civil 
Aeronautics Board (CAB), Mr.

the funeral.” Mr. Ghandour was 
referring to the U.S. policy of 
deregulating airline activities in 
accordance with the government's 
opposition to price fixing and 
route restrictions.

Geneva convention, as well as to 
force it to make a total withdrawal 
from the occupied territories. 

Since the arrival of Nablus 
Mayor Bassam Ai Shak’a for 
treatment in Jordan, the gov- 
ernment has informed the Mayor 
of Ramaliah, Mr. Karim Khalaf, 
and other Palestinians that Jordan 
is ready to offer them full medical 
services here, the prime minister- 
said. He said that Jordan is deter- 
mined to continue to pursue a pol- 
icy of supporting the steadfastness 
of the people in the occupied Arab 
territories, and will continue to 
pursue its campaign on the inter- 
national level to keep the Arab 
cause alive. 

He added that there are two 
dangers in this struggle: The first is 
a faltering of determination and 
will to pursure the struggle, which 
is no real danger in Jordan; the 
second is that the country may fall 
prey to the tendency to react emo- 
tionally, which gets nothing done. 

The proper course of action , the 
prime minister said, is for Jordan . 
along with the other Arab states to 
display patience and continue to 
build up its self strength within a 
carefully thought out plan for the 
future. 


But not only does Israel show no sign of wil- 
lingness to change her attitude. The Carter 
administration shows no sign of willingness to put 
any pressure on her to do so. Since his March 
climb-down after the UN. vote on the set- 
tlements, Carter has been dearly unwilling to say 
or do anything that might antagonise Jewish vot- 
ers. (That episode itself was almpst uncannily 
reminiscent of President Truman's original rec- 
ognition of Israel in 1948, announced while the 
U.S. delegate was actually on his feet at the UN. 
speaking in support of a proposal for U.N. trus- 
teeship in Palestine: Truman had been told by hb 
domestic affairs adviser, Clark Clifford, that fail- 
ure to recognise Israel would lose him New York 
in the presidential' election.) 

Begin' s visit to Washington in April, which 
should have been the occasion for Carter to read 
him the riot act, proved little more than a feast of 
mutual compliments. European governments 
condude that, on the Middle East as on other 
issues, the American policy-making machine has 
been thrown completely out of gear by the elec- 
toral process, and that there is no hope of any 
serious policy re-emerging until after the election. 
But an administration so disabled will not easily 
persuade the Europeans that the best thing for ■ 
them to do is nothing. 

Europe, then, wants to do something. But 
what? The idea canvassed by Lord Carrington 
since last September is that Resolutiom242 should 
be “supplemented” to meet “the legitimate polit- 
ical rights of the Palestinians which go well beyond 
their status as refugees". Tins proposal is dearly 
aimed at the PLO, which has repeatedly justified 
its rejection of Resolution 242 on die grounds that 
it treats the Palestinian problem as purely a matter 
of refugees.

Municipality mounts intensive 
restaurant inspection campaign

AMMAN, June 9 — Along with 
the elimination of stray dogs and 
potholes, Amman Municipality is 
hard at work these days stamping 
out another public nuisance — the 
health hazard of unhygienic con- 
ditions in a number of the city's 
hundreds of eating places. 

First class restaurants in Jabal 
Amman as well as popular down- 
town restaurants, hummos and 
foul take-away shops and 
sandwich bars have all been sub- 
ject in the last month to the inten- 
sive inspection campaign being 
carried out by the Food Control 
and Public Hygiene Department, 
the department's head, Dr. Alex 
Abu Ghazaieh, told the Jordan 
Times today. 

Eight restaurants, all in the 
centre of town, have so far been 
closed down in the current cam- 
paign and a further 25 taken to 
court. Among the 25 are several 
first class restaurants. Dr. Abu 
Ghazaieh said. One of these in 
Shmeisani, was found to be storing 
650 kilogrammes of old ham- 
burger meat, in an overloaded and 
badly arranged deep freeze. The 
meat was judged unfit for human 
consumption. 

The municipality has been able 
to step up its inspection routine as 
a result of a large increase in staff, 
with plans to expand even more. 
The recently amalgamated Food 
Control and Public Hygiene 
departments were recently com- 
bined into one deparment. It now 
has 10 inspectors, some of whom 
have received training in West 
Germany. 

Ail establishments serving food 
and drinks are being checked on 
several vital points, in addition to 
foe general cleanliness of foe 
place. All workers are examined 
for personal hygiene (“we first 
look at their fingernails,” Dr. Abu 
Ghazaieh said).

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have a health certificate issued by 
the municipality, to prove that 
they are free from chest and intes- 
tinal diseases such os typhoid, 
paratyphoid and dysentery — all 
the most important diseases rhal 
can be tranmitted to customers. It 
is the restaurant owners' respon- 
sibility to see that all employees 
have a certificate. If they do not , it 
is the owner — not the employee — 
who takes the blame in court. 

Minor transgressions such as 
foe lack of a health certificate are 
dealt with by the Municipality 
court, which Levies fines similar to 
those for parking offences. Worse 
offences which nevertheless do 
not constitute a major health 
hazard are dealt with by the magis- 
trate’s courts. Here the owner, if 


found guilty, will have either to 
pay a fine or to go to jail for a week 
or so. In the worst cases the judge 
might order the closure of the 
restaurant for 15 days. 

Only when conditions in a 
restaurant are judged to be 
extremely hazardous to public 
health is the owner taken to the 
military court, where the restaur- 
ant might be closed for a month 
and the owner jailed for up to 
three months. 

In the cases of restaurants 
closed in the current campaign 
none of the health hazardous has 
been severe. After a brief 
closure-one week or so— once the 
owner has proven that his place is 
up to standard he has been free to 
open for business again.

He has been a parlaimenlarian 
for ten years, during some seven of 
which he has been actively 
involved in Middle Eastern issues. 
He counts Lord Caradon, often 
referred to as the "architect'' of 
United Nations resolution 242. 
among his constituents. 

During his brief visit with Mr. 
Shak'a today, the mayor told Mr. 
Hicks he “hoped that any Euro- 
pean initiative would be mean- 
ingful and effective, since the time 
for gestures is past.” He also con- 
demned Israeli oppression in the 
West Bank and its long-term 
strategy to annex the occupied ter- 
ritories.

Resolution 242 to include a refer- 
ence to the Palestinians' right to 
self-determination — the MP said 
" Europe must be firm" in face of 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter’s 
threat to veto any amendment to 
242. 

Among foe reasons he gave for 
the need for firmness were the 
"vacuum" in U.S. leadership 
caused by "Carter's ineptitude in 
general, and in particular during 
the election” process. Furth- 
ermore he cited the “justness of 
the Arab position and Palestinian 
objectives." 

An updating of the resolution, 
he said, has "such justification" 
that foe British “mustn't allow 
themselves to follow Carter as 
they have" in the American hos- 
tages crisis in Iran. He referred to 
the extreme disappointment Bri- 
tain and other European nations 
felt after agreeing to the appli- 
cation of economic sanctions 
against Iran — provided the U.S. 
made no military intervention 
there — shortly before foe U.S. 


staged its abortive militaiy action 
to free foe hostages. 

Asked whether he thought a 
resolution would be drafted at the 
Venice summit of EEC foreign 
ministers next week, Mr. Hicks 
said he believed an unofficial draft 
resolution would be formulated 
and used as a basis for conducting 
Euro-Arab dialogue after the 
summit, but that its passage in the 
U.N. would not be attempted until 
after the U.S. elections. He added 
that he believes foe U.K. would 
like to be leader in a European 
initiative. Now that the struggle 
over the U.K.'s contribution to the 
EEC budget has been resolved, he 
said, "we need some piusses." 
British success in a movement 
coordinating foreign policy within 
foe EEC could provide foe U.K. 
with such “plu&ses" among its 
community partners, he said. 

Mr. Hicks is also vice-chairman 
of the Conservative Party's 
agricultural committee, so he will 
have more interest than the aver- 
age visitor in the Jordan Valley 
when he tours it tomorrow.

For he is the only 
one who hears and sees ail things." ' 

The Masjid Al Haram is the 
holy site of the Ka'ba in Mecca. A 
mosque now stands at Masjid AI 
Aqsa in Jerusalem, at the point 
from which the Prophet ascended 
■into heaven. The area of Al Aqsa 
Mosque is considered the third 
holiest site in Islam. 

Al Isra’ wal Mfraj (literally 
“the night journey and the 


The qiiba was not changed to 
Mecca until about eighteen 
months after the Hijra, or flight of 
the Prophet and his followers to 
Medina. By that time, the religi- 
ous sanctity of Jerusalem to Islam 
was assured. According to the 
Hadiih, or sayings of the Prophet, ' 
Muhammad said it was preferable 
to start on the hajj (pilgrimage to 
Mecca) from Jerusalem. 


Last year in honour of the occa- 
sion, a World Symposium of Al 
Isra' wal Mfraj was convened 
here with 150 Muslim religious, 
political and intellectual leaders 
from over 30 countries par- 
ticipating. Under discussion were 
ways of restoring Islamic 
sovereignty over Jerusalem. 


Particular concern was voiced 
over the Israeli arson attempt at 
Al Aqsa Mosque in 1969 — in 
which a priceless Minbar (pulpit) 
built by Saladin was burned — and 
over Israeli excavations that are 
threatening to undermine the 
Haram Al Sharif, the sacred 
enclosure around the mosque.

Khasho left Jerusalem and wan- 
dered for some time in Jordan.

It was at that lime 
that he .came interested in the 
development of the native Arab 
musical culture, which led him to 
organise concerts and local radio 
hrondC't'Mb. 

Among the different jobs he 
held during this period. Mr. 
Khashti was conductor of a light 
music orchestra at the Grand 
Hotel in Beit Meri. just outside 
Beirut: he founded and directed 
the mixed- voice choir at the 
Basilica of Saint Francis in 
Aleppo: he taught at Aleppo's 
College of Terra Santa and con- 
ducted a cinssicial and light music 
orchestra at the Liwa-Saad, a 
music club. 

In 1955, Mr. Khasho emigrated 
to New South Wales (Australia), 
where he founded and directed 
the mixed-voice choir at the 
Catholic church in Cmma Noah 
(n mining community south of 
Canberra). He went on teaching

and giving concerts after moving 
to Sydney. 

It was in Sydney that he was 
given the opportunity to mount 

larger scale projects. In loot and 
1966. he made concert tours 
which spanned the whole con- 
tinent. he did orchestrations lor 
television programmes and made 
recordings for several different 
liihfcs, including an album of 
operatic arias and Neapolitan 
songs for Australian RCA. 

In JUoh, Mr. Khasho received a 
request from the Jordanian gov- 
ernment to assist in what was a 
major effort on the part .if the 
government and private enter- 
prise to foster the arts in Jordan. 
Khasho accepted, and returned to 
the Middle East to participate in 
the founding of the first Jordanian 
Music Institute in Amman, of 
which he became dircclm. 

While he was back in Jordan. 
Mr. Khasho composed a number 
of works combining his twin herit- 
ages of Arab and Western music. 
The best known and most beloved 
of these is the “Jerusalem Sym- 
phony", written in the aftermath 
of the 1967 war. For this sym- 
phony and other achievements. 
His Majesty King Hussein 
awarded Mr. Khasho the Mesial of 
Independence and the Medal ot 
Kawkah. along with the style of 
“Excellency". 

In 1^68 Mr. Khasho moved to 
Rome, where he became director 
of the Gloho-Music musical publ- 
ishing house.. One of the high 
points of his career during this 
period was the day he conducted a 
concert of his own works ;it the 
Tcatro dei Satin. 

In 1972. Mr. Khasho was nomi- 
nated to be an academician and 
member of the faculty at the Gen- 
tium Academy “Pro Pace". In 
1973, he conducted the Halle 
Symphony Orchestra in a concert 
of symphonic and light classical 
music at the Opera House in Ber- 
lin. In 1974, he returned once 
more to Rome and founded the 
CSM t Musical Studies Centre) for 
the development of folk music, 
especially that of the Middle East. 

In 1977, he was commissioned 
by Mr. Pandy Lorenzo Argentr to 
compose the “Chian Rhap- 
sody” and the “Story of the Wan- 
dering Aegean Sailor", which 
were performed by the Philhar- 
monic Orchestra of London and 
recorded at CBS Studios. The 
Rhapsody spans three symphonies 
and originated as an idea ot Mr.

At a Friday luncheon honouring 
the West Bank leaders, the Iraqi 
press attache here confirmed 
plans for an Iraqi initiative. He 
told the Jordan Times present 
methods are not working and an 
alternative must be found soon. “ 

During the Washington inter- 
view, Mayor Qawasmi told the 
Jordan Times be believes any 
initiative proposed by the Iraqis 
would receive large support, par- 
ticularly by the Gulf States. **I 
believe the Iraqis must take 
action— not for Iraq, but for all the 
Arab states. Not for IsraeL but for 
the United States," he said. He 
added that the' expelled leaders 
must return home and study the 
relations of the United States and 
all the Arab countries. “American 
officials do not understand the 
pan-Arab concept--a broad 
.understanding of what is going on 
' throughout the Arab World,” he 
continued. “For instance, the 
American ambassador in Syria 
should concentrate not just on 
events in Syria; he should also be 
aware of activities in Jordan, in 
Iraq, etc ” Mayor Qawasmi said it 
is this limited scope of the Ameri- 
cans that makes them blind to 
realities of the Middle East situ- 
ation. 

Mayor Milhem said he would be 
interested in hearing additional 
details of the Iraqi proposal, to be 
presented at the Arab summit 
meeting in Amman.

Expelling Israel from U.N. 


At the United Nations, 
Bahrain, president of the Arab 
group of states, is calling for a spe- 
cial General Assembly session to 
review the possibility of sus- 
pending Israefs membership at 
the United Nations. The move has 
been requested because of Israel s 
“continuing and increasing dis- 
regard for U.N. resolutions and 
international law," Arab sources 
say. The General Assembly ses- 
sion would probably convene in 
late July, as other sessions and 
meetings previously scheduled 
account for the next few weeks. 

Two international lawyers told 
the Jordan Times revocation of 
Israefs membership in the U.N. 
may not be easy to achieve, in 
spite of support for the action by 
an apparent majority of nations. 
Many examples of Israel's dis- 
regard for U.N . law and rules must 
be cited and proven in order to 
achieve its expulsion. The last 
time a nation was suspended was 
in 1965 when South Africa was 
voted out of the General Assem- 
bly.

Japan’s GNP exceeds official forecasts 


TOKYO, June 9 (R)-The powerful Japanese economy main- 
tained its strong growth Jasr year despite hefty oiJ price rises and 
accelerating domestic inflation. 

The government’s Economic Planning Agency (EPA) said 
Japan's total Gross National Product (GNP), the market value of 
the country's goods and services, rose by 6.1 percent in real terms 
in the fiscal year which ended in March, after a 5.7 per cent gain in 
fiscal 1978. 

The rise to a total 119.980 billion yen ($550 billion) was 
adjusted for inflation, running at about eight per cent a year. In 
nominal terms Japanese GNP was even larger, at 224,780 billion 
yen (SI, 030 billion). 

The 6.1 per cent rise was the highest among major industrial 
non-communist countries and the economy, the second largest in 
the non-communist world, performed marginally better than offi- 
cial government forecasts, indicating a six per cent gain. 

The government has said it hopes to achieve a 4.8 per cent 
°rowth rate this year, but many economists believe higher oil 
prices and inflation may make that impossible. 

On the Tokyo foreign exchange market, news that Japan's GNP 
maintained its strong growth rate in fiscal 1 979 acted to depress 
the U.S. dollar against the yen. After opening at 219 yen, the 
dollar dosed at a 10-month low rate of 217.70 yen despite modest 
central bank intervention. 

Dealers said the Bank of Japan bought about $200 million to 
support the U.S. currency, which has also been weakened by 
lower American interest rates since touching a 30-minute high of 
264 two months ago.

France’s balance of payments goes in the red 


PARIS, June 9 (R)--The rising price of oil and worsening inter- 
national trade pushed France's current account balance of pay- 
ments into a sharp deficit in the first quarter of this \ear. the 
economy ministry said today. 

On a seasonally adjusted basis the country's overall trade 
including invisible earnings such as services showed a 10.37 bil- 
lion franc ($2.5 billion ) deficit compared with a 1.33 billion franc 
($324 million) deficit in the final quarter of last year. 

This exceeds the 5. 1 1 billion franc ($1 .24 billion ) surplus which 
France achieved for the whole of last year.

Egypt, Japan sign accords worth $33.3m 


OAPEC to build drydock in Algeria 


ALGIERS, June 9 (R)— Arab oil-producing countries will build a 
drydock in Algeria but the timing of the project is critical, 
Bahrain's Development and Industry Minister Yousef Ahmad 
Shirawi, said yesterday. He warned that the drydock, which will 
take six to eight years to build, would face a world surplus of 
drydock capacity if it was completed between 1985 and 1992. 

The nine -nation Organisation of Arab Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OAPEC) announced Saturday that it had formed a 
committee of ministers from Algeria, the United Arab Emirates 
and Bahrain ro continue examining plans for the drydock. 

Mr. Shirawi told Reuters in an interview that Bahrain told 
OAPEC ministers meeting here that a consultant’s report on the 
proposed drydock was optimistic. "It was too good," he said. 

Bahrain is’the site of a 450,000 tonne capacity drydock built by 
OAPEC which has never made a profit. 


CAIRO, June 9 (R)--Egypt and Japan signed here yesterday 
three trade agreements comprising two grants and one loan 
amounting to $33.3 million, the official Middle East News 
Agency (MENA) reported. 

A gram of $9 million will be allocated for building a children's 
hospital, and another gram of $2.3 million which represents 
Japan's contribution to a thermodynamic power station that will 
be established south of Cairo with American and European aid. It 
gave no further details.

Turkey devalues lira against dollar by 5.8% 


ANKARA, June 9 (APj — Turkey’s central bank announced 
today what it called a "mini-devaluation" of the Turkish lira, 
against the U.S. dollar and other key currencies. 

Including the new 5.8 per cent devaluation against the dollar 
effective today, the lira's value has fallen nearly 67 per cent 
against the U.S. unit since the beginning of this year. 

The exchange rate was set today at 78 lira per dollar, compared 
with 73.7 lira previously. It was simultaneously devalued about 6 
per cent against the German mark, 7.4 per cent against the British 
pound, and 7.6 per cent against the Dutch guilder. 

Official sources said the monetary adjustment was necessary 
because of changing value of various currencies on world foreign 
exchanges. 

Financial analysts, however, yy* the move as part of the Turk- 
ish government’s efforts to adhere to the austere economic prog- 
ramme set by the International Monetary Fund (IMF) as part of 


LONDON, June 9 (Agencies) — 
Gold rose sharply again today 
while the dollar weakened 
because of falling interest rates in 
the recession-hit United States. 


The price of gold jumped to 
$625.5 an ounce from $601 on 
Friday night. In the past 10 days 
the metal has risen steadily from 
the $500-$ 530 range, where it had 
previously held for about two 
months. 


The main reasons for a move to 
gold by international investors 
were the drop in the dollar and 
concern about possible oil price „ 
rises emerging from the meeting 
of the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) in 
Algiers, dealers said. 


The dollar has been falling 
because of a rapid slide in U.S. 
interest rates, making dollar hold- 
ing less attractive for foreign 
investors. 

The prime lending rare of U.S. 
banks has dropped tom a peak of 
20 per cent in April to 13 per cent 
now while the main thrust of U.S. 
policy has swirched from fighting 
inflation to grappling with reces- 
sion. 

In New York, stock prices rose 
in early trading today as interest 
rates continued to decline. The 
Dow Jones average of 30 indus- 
trials moved up 1.62 to 863.14 in 
the first half hour, as advances 
outnumbered declines by a 3 to 2 
margin among New York Stock 
Exchange issues. 


A small St. Louis bank cut its 
prime lending rate to 12 per cent 
from the 13 per cent charged by 
most U.S. banks, and there were 
predictions that interest rates will 
continue to fall.

Borg wins French Open a record fifth time 

PARIS, June 9 (R) — Bjorn Borg of Sweden won a record fifth 
French Open tennis title yesterday dismissing American Vitas 
Gerulaitis 6-4, 6-1, 6-2 in a final lasting one hour 46 minutes. 

Borg's domination was absolute for all but a brief period in the 
first set when Gerulaitis, managed to upset his winning rhythm. 

But it was an unruffled Borg who received the silver trophy 
from Frenchman Henri Cochet, whose record of four titles had 
stood for more then half a century. “He didn’t look too happy,” 
Borg joked afterwards. 

The first set began predictably with Borg, the odds-on favour- 
ite, ridng to a 4-0 lead. But then the 25-year-old New Yorker 
clawed his way back into the reckoning. His attempts to slow the 
pace with lobs and stop volleys began to pay off, and Borg 
uncharacteristically started to mistime his smashes. 

Gerulaitis pulled back to 4-5 and had Borg love-30 down on his 
service game with a real possibility of levelling the scores. But the 
Swedish world champion stopped the rot with a perfect smash and 
then a lofted backhand volley which left the American marooned. 
At set point Gerulaitis bit a backhand marginally out and the 
champion was one set up after 41 minutes. 

In the second set Borg dearly decided he had had enough of the 
American's troublesome lobs and began to play almost exclu- 
sively to his backhand. 

The tactic paid off and Gerulaitis appeared to lose heart in the 
face of Borg's overwhelming strokeplay and condemned the set in 
just 30 minutes without once holding his service. 

At the start of the third set the American began to get his 
service working and once again looked like the man who bam- , 
mered 14 aces past compatriot Jimmy Connors in Friday's semi- 
final . 

But though he often matched Borg stroke for stroke in long 
rallies, all too often the final shot went astray. Gerulaitis held on 
for 2-2 and then dropped his serve cheaply to trail 2-4. Serving to 
stay in the match, Gerulaitis led 30-0 after a delicate cross-court

The prestigious tournament had already lost no 3 seed Harold 
Solomon of the United States who had to give up a practice 
.session last night when an old arm injury was aggravated. After 
seeing the rounfamem doctor Solomon flew back to America in 
an attempt to get fit before Wimbledon stans in two weeks. 

Both Solomon and Taylor were being replaced by "lucky los- 
ers” from the qualifying competition, which meant that instead of 
his centre court opening today McEnroe will not be seen until 
tomorrow.

ESSEN, West Germany, June 9 (R)--West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt revealed today the 
Soviet Union had rejected a proposal he made for an 
East- West freeze on the deployment of new nuclear 
weapons In Europe. 


But he said in a speech in Essen 
he was sticking to the idea and 
hinted he would seek to persuade 
Soviet leaders of its viability when 
he visited Moscow al the end of 
this month. 

Mr. Schmidt was making the 
keynote speech at the start of a 
conference of his Social Demo- 
cratic Party {SPDl, which will 
chart campaign strategy for 
national elections next Oct. 5. 

The chancellor suggested in 
April that the Soviet Union and 
NATO refrain for a number of 
years from deploying new 
medium-range missiles in Europe, 
and use the intervening period for 


Ten Soviets said killed 
lit fighting near Kabul 


NEW DELHI, lime 9 (R I - Muslim rebels battling against the Marxist 
Afg han government have attacked Soviet troops on Kabul's doorstep 
and killed ten soldiers, a diplomat arriving from the Afghan capital 
said today. 

Kabul has never before been threatened by a rebel offensive since 
the Soviet-backed government of President Babrak Karmal took 
power last December. 

The diplomat, who asked not to be named, said dozens of insurgents 
died in yesterday's fighting 15 kilometres north of Kabul. He said 
fighting was still raging in the mountains around the capital and was 
heaviest in the Pa ghman range. Soviet fighters strafed the area for 
three to four hours yesterday, he said. 

The diplomat said fighting also broke out in the capital itself last 
night, but he did not know exactly whore. 

Reports from Kabul said tbe ring of armour thrown by the Soviet 
Union around tbe city had been strengthened in the past week. At least 
four Soviet divisions guard the capital, twice as many as a few weeks 

ago- 4? 

Travellers arriving from Kabul today said there was a constant 
drone of Soviet military aircraft landing and taking off from the 
airport. Reliable diplomatic reports said Moscow had poured in more 
troops to reinforce the 80,000 to 100,000 soldiers already estimated by 
Western military sources to be in Af ghanistan . 

An As an traveller said there was no panic in Kabul at the battle 
getting closer. “You don't feel it. But we’re really like frogs in a well— 
without much information about what's happening." He said be had 
beard of ao fresh anti-government demonstrations. 

The Kabul New Times reported yesterday that 43 students had been 
freed from jail after they allegedly confessed disrupting normal life in 
the capital. The students were arrested following anti-Soviet demon- 
strations last April when dozens of people were believed to have been 
killed. 

The Press Trust of India tPTT) reported today that an Afghan police 
officer bad shot dead four Soviet soldiers in Kabul last month and their 
killed himself. Quoting authoritative spurces in tbe Afghan capital, it 
said the unarmed soldiers were killed on May 29 when they tried to 
question six girls arrested during anti-Soviet demonstrations in 
Kabul. 

PTI said the Soviet soldiers insisted on interrogating the girls and 
ordered the poticeman to contact senior officials in the Afghan interior 
ministry. 


To counteract Western sanctions 

Iranian official in India 
to negotiate purchases 


NEW DELHI, June 9 (R) — Ira- 
nian Commerce Minister Reza 
Sadr arrived here today to negoti- 
ate purchases from India to coun- 
teract Western economic sanc- 
tions, official sources said. 

Dr. Sadr will have a preliminary 
meeting with Commerce Minister 
Pranab Mukherjee before official 
talks start later today. The dis- 
cussions end on Wednesday when 
Dr. Sadr will meet Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi. 

Official Indian sources said a 
tentative shopping list covered a 
wide range of industrial, chemical 
and agricultural products urgently 
needed by Iran. 

The sources said agricultural 
products on the list included 
wheat, rice, com, barley, sugar, 
vegetable oils, fats, animal and 
poultry feed. 

The list also included iron and 
steel, aluminium, copper, tin, 
machine tools, paper and 
cardboard, textiles, tanning 
extracts, colours, soaps and other 
detergents, gun powder and 


explosives, automobile spare 
parts, wood and ceramic products. 

However, not all these items 
were readily available for export, 
the sources said. India has just 
decided to import 200,000 tonnes 
of sugar. 

Dr. Sadr will also meet with 
Minisrer of State for Industries 
Charanjit Chanana, Petroleum 
Minister Virendra Pali! and 
External Affairs Minister P.V. 
Narasimba Rao. 

In the 1978-79 financial year, 
India's exports to Iran totalled 
51 15 million compared with $43 5 
million worth of imports from that 
countiy, mainly crude oil and pet- 
roleum products.

By the time new NATO 
weapons were ready in the second 
half of 1983, the Soviet Union 
would have built up its current 
arms lead to an extraordinary 
degree, he declared. 

“My recent proposal to use the 
time factor for talks before more 
weapons are deployed has been 
rejected by the Soviet side,” he 
said. 

“I stand by what I said: It would 
serve peace if both sides did not 
deploy for the next three years, 
and instead negotiated soon on 
mutual reductions.” 

Mr. Schmidt said he assumed in 
any case the issue would be dis- 
cussed in the framework of future 
SALT HI strategic arms limitation 
talks. Earlier, he had urged the 
United States Senate to ratify the 
tbe U.S.-Soviet SALT II arms 
pact. 

Since the start of the Afghan 
and Iran crises, Bonn had worked 
to reduce the danger of super- 
power tensions spreading to 
Europe, Mr. Schmidt said. 

But the chancellor said Europe 
was bound to face greater danger 
if regional crises and conflicts 
were not resolved. “We shall state 
this very dearly at the end of the 
month in Moscow.

For we must make 
even the apparently small con- 
tribution that we Germans can 
achieve towards safeguarding 
peace.” 


Turkey accused of carrying out 
widespread, systematic torture 


LONDON. June 9 <R) - 
Amnesty Internationa) today 
accused police and martial law 
authorities in Turkey of carrying 
out widespread and systematic 
torture. 

The London-based human 
rights organisation said it had sent 
a research mission to Turkey from 
May 19 to 30 which interviewed 
people who had been tortured and 
talked to lawyers, doctors, mem- 
bers of political parties, trade 
unionists and journalists. 

It concluded “that in many 
cases there was no evidence that 
those tortured by the authorities 
were in any way connected with 
the political violence which has 
resulted in more than 3,000 
deaths in Turkey in the past two 
years.” 

Martial law was imposed in 
Turkey in December 1978 after 
political assassinations by both 
right-wing and left-wing groups 
and is in force in 21 of its 67 pro- 
vinces. 

Amnesty said methods of tor- 
ture included electric shocks and 
violent assaults on all parts of the 
body, including the sexual organs. 

Amnesty said some detainees, 
men and women, were also sub- 
jected to a form of “rape,” with 
police truncheons or other objects 
•inserted into the anus or vagina. 


Most people now being arrested 
by police and martial law 
authorities were subjected to tor- 
ture “which, tn some cases, was 
alleged to have ended in death," 
Amnesty said. 

The human rights group cited 
several specific cases of torture. 

It said a 1 7 -year-old high school 
student interviewed by its 
research mission said that on April 
29. she and about 15 other stu- 
dents were taken by soldiers from 
her school after a gun was found in 
the grounds. 

At police headquarters in Ank- 


ara she was tortured and inter- 
rogated for two days, tied to a 
wooden cross suspended on the 
wall, and electric shocks were 
administered to her fingers, head, 
stomach, sexual organs and lips. • 
Amnesty said that Miss Dflek 
Yurdagel, a student at Istanbul 
University, told the mission that 
she was detained on May 1, 
apparently because she was in 
possession of a banned left-wing 
newspaper and left-wing pam- 
phlets. During interrogation she 
was beaten all over her body and 
given electric shocks. 


Portugal’s government faces 
failure on nearly every front 


LISBON, June 9 (R) — Only a 
week before the end of its par- 
liamentary life, Portugal's right- 
wing government faces failure on 
almost every front after six 
months in power. 

Prime Minister Francisco sa 
Carneiro, injured in a car accident 
in London at tbe start of what was 
to have been a crucial European 
tour, has been out of action since 
May 19. He is due to start work 
again today, but his doctors are 
not following any strenuous activ- 
ity.

IOC to discuss Moscow Olympics 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland, June 
9 (R) — The nine-member execu- 
tive board of the International 
Olympic Committee (IOC) dis- 
cusses the Moscow games today 
for the first time since 28 countries 
said they are joining a U.S. boy- 
cott. 

At a two-day meeting chaired 
by IOC President Lord KiUanin, 
the board will review the overall 
situation and deal with any 
belated replies to official invi- 



comers, even among those coun- 
tries and national sports fed- 
erations which initially turned 
down invitations. But the IOC 
board must decide whether such 
applications are in order. 

The board includes IOC second 
vice-president Vitali Smirnov of 
the Soviet Union as well as mem- 
bers from Tunisia, Japan, France, 
New Zealand, Ivory Coast, Spain 
and Romania.

LOS ANGELES, June 9 (R) — 
Henry Miller, author of such 
books as “Tropic of Cancer” and 
“Tropic of Capricorn,” which 
shocked readers in the 1930s 
because of their explicit sexuality, 
had died at the age of 88, a rep- 
resentative of his publisher said 
here yesterday. 

Mr. Miller died at his home in 
Pacific Palisades, on the outskirts 
of Los Angeles, late Saturday 
after suffering for some time from 
a circulation problem which 
.caused him to black out at inter- 
vals, the represen xative said. 

His "Tropic” books caused 
minor sensations in the literary 
world and became targets for cen- 
sors. Mr. Miller said the main' 
reason was the language, “I went 
to the limits in those days,” he said 
in a recent interview. * 

His aim was absolute freedom 
of thought. He condemned some 


modem novelists for launching a 
“parade of bad language” merely 
to increase sales. 

Mr. Miller was bom in New 
York City on Dec. 26, 1891, the 
son of relatively poor parents of 
German origin. 

After a few months at a New 
York college and years of tem- 
porary jobs, he went to France in 
1930 almost penniless and 
became a writer. 

Although he lived in Europe for 
nine years, Mr. Miller described 
himself throughout as a “100 per 
cent American” — though for a 
time his own country would not 
publish "Tropic of Cancer” or any 
other of his writings. “Tropic of 
Cancer'’ became a test case for the 
American and British courts. 

Eminent writers like T.S. Eliot 
and Ezra Pound praised it, but a 
typical critical reaction was that of 
a United Stales court of appeals 


judge who called it “obsene, filthy 
and revolting.” 

Among Mr. Miller's other 
works are “Tropic of Capricorn,” 
“The Air-conditioned Night- 
mare,” “Black Spring,” “Sunday 
after the War,” “The Cos- 
mological Eye,” and “Wisdom of 
the Heart.” 

In the 1940s his work attracted 
many serious assessments. Lawr- 
ence Dune II, the well-known Brit- 
ish novelist, wrote: “He is already 
among the great contemporary 
writers.” 

In the 1950s, with the growing 
translations and sales of his books, 
the poverty in his life began to 
change to affluence. 

In 1963 the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled that “Tropic of 
Cancer” was not pornographic 
and the British attorney-general 
rejected a suggestion that action 
should be taken against its sale •
